tion for the return of seized 
property and to suppress evi- ( 
dence. 

Also to be ruled upon will be 
the state’s motion for a con- 
ference of all concerned to se- 
lect a trial date. , 1 

Still pending will be a defense F 
motion to quash Shaw’s Orleans c 
Parish Grand Jury indictment c - 
which alleges participation in a 
conspiracy to kill President 1 
John F. Kennedy. This ruling 1 
will come after a hearing, as S 
yet unscheduled. c

Byron Chiverton, 4209 Fon- 
tainebleau dr., whose connec- 
tion with the probe is a mys- 
tery. 

Assistant District Attorney Al- 
vin J. Oser said that Garrison 
is also filing for a writ of . 
habeas corpus to have Miguel 
Torres returned to New Orleans j 
from the Louisiana state peni- $ 
tentiary for an appearance be- v 
fore the grand jury next week. s
